idle state; 

a resume input on the integrated circuit coupled to the at least one BIST 
controller, wherein the resume input comprises a single input pin to the integrated 
circuit: and 

automated test eguipment (ATE), wherein the ATE receives the synchronization 
output through a single channel between the ATE and the integrated 
circuit. 
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2) Claim 19 is replaced by: 

A method of testing memory, comprising: 

providing one or more BIST controllers in an integrated circuit, wherein at least 
one of the BIST controllers is associated with a group of one or more memories, and 
wherein the integrated circuit has a resume input coupled in parallel to the one or more 
BIST controllers, the resume input comprising a single input pin to the integrated circuit: 

independently performing a first phase of a memory test on the group of 
memories associated with the BIST controller: and 

upon completion of the first phase of the memory test, asserting a 

synchronization signal indicating that the group of memories are at a 
common synchronization state, wherein the synchronization signal is 
asserted through a single channel to automated test eguipment (ATE).
